Freighted with sad memories of the 
greatest internecine strife which history 
records, yet beautifully touching in its 
annual re-enactment, Memorial Day 
was observed yesterday by the surviv- 
ing clan of that .mighty army which 
while marching, fighting and falling In 
defense of the cause It loved now num- 
bers comparatively few.

Seres Tung Paranaa Were Drovraea?

Philadelphia, May 31.— A row boat 
containing a merry party of eight 
young pereona was swept over flat 
Rock dam in the Schuylkill river 
Thursday afternoon and seven of 
them— five girls and two boys— were 
drowned. The young niBn saved I* 
John Moore, aged SI. 

Heavy rains during the past week 
had made the muddy stream quite 
nigh and the current was much swifter 
than usual. All the girls were hud- 
dled In the stern, one of the boys row- 
ing, nnd the other was sitting on the 
bow of the boat. After getting in 
the middle of the river aud finding 
the current too swift for comfort, the 
boat was rowed in toward shore. Dur- 
ing this time It was carried slowly 
down stream. The boy doing the row- 
ing decided to go through the loek* 
and as he approached the dam he 
was hailed by the lock keeper not to> 
approach any closer. 

A Warning; Not Heeded. 

The warning wns not heeded and 
the young oarsman kept on rowing 
until" he found that the lock was clos- 
ed. He attempted to turn the boat, 
which was then about !>0 feet from the 
dam and about 25 feet from the shore, 
but he turned the wrong way. A mo- 
ment later nnd the boat was in the> 
swiftly moving current. Kealizing- 
then, for the first time, that they 
were in danger, the girls b*gMk 
screaming and the oarsman lost con- 
trol of the boat. Swiftly It was car- 
ried toward the brink of the falling- 
waters, and just as it reached the- 
breast of the dam over which 30 
inches of water wns passing, the en- 
tire eight stood up and the boat went, 
over stern first. 

The drop to the rocks below is ap- 
proximately 12 feet.
